(1) When the farm operator is ina position to give the informa- 
tion called for on the individual perquisite schedule, a 
separate schedule is to be filled out for each hired worker; 
whenever possible, information should be obtained on this . 
basis. : 


(2) When the farm operator employs a large number of workers and 
would find it difficult or too time-consuming to supply in- 
formation for each worker separately, the perquisite informa- 
tion is to be recorded on a new mimeographed schedule labeled 
in the upper left-hand corner "Schedule on Perquisites for 
Groups of Workers." 


The revised plan does not require any revisits except when the ep e 
tor may find that it is preferable to arrange for a return visit in order to 
finish getting the information. The need for requiring revisits is eliminated © 


because the revised plan does not require sampling workers on farms. reporting 


4 or more hired workers. Perquisite information is to be secured for all — 
workers on these farms, although it may be obtained on a group basis when 
necessary. 
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How to Fill Out "Schedule on Perquisites 
' for Groups of Workers 


The item-by-item instructions on page 16-25 of INSTRUCTLONS TO 
ENUMERATORS should be followed except as noted below: 


(1) Answers to questions on ‘the schedule are to be recorded 
on a group basis rather than on an individual basis; 


(2) In Section I, two self-explanatory items labeled g and h 
have been added, with a note indicating that hired workers 
who are also tenants (or sharecroppers in the South) are 
to be excluded from the group of workers for whom per- 
quisite information is to be obtained; 


(3) In Section IV-1, a colum calling for the number of workers 
receiving each perquisite item has been substituted for 
the column on the individual perquisite schedule which 
calls for quantity; note that the value figures called for 
on the group schedule always relate to the total value of 
the item furnished all workers who received it. 


(4) Section IV-2 of the perquisite schedule for individual 
workers has been dropped from this schedule and replaced 
with one question restricted to May 1945. 


It should be kept in mind that even on farms where a group perquisite 
Sehedule is needed for most of the.workers, there are likely to be one or 
_. more key workers, usually employed regularly, for whom the operator would 

be able to give individual perquisites. In such cases, it is desirable to 
fill out individual schedules for the key workers and a group schedule for 
the others (excluding the key workers). 


On farms employing large numbers of workers, not all crews or groups 
of workers receive the same perquisites. In such cases it is desirable to 
fill out more than one group schedule for the same farm, especially where 
there are distinct groups of workers employed under different conditions.
